WHEN MAKING LONG PASS. 
While basketball authorities are 
the last ones to advocate a long 
pass, there are occasions when it 
is logical to make one. One such 
rare occasion is when a teammate 
has completely lost his opponent 
and is entirely free under the bas- 
ket. Then, and then only, should a 
long pass be attempted. 
When such a pass is made, the 


ball should be thrown On a direct 
line and .as hard as possible, as in 
the illustration on the left. Do not 
arch the pass with an easy throw, 
as in the illustration on the right. 
The reason is obvious. The more 
quickly you can get the ball to your 
teammate under the basket, 
tho 
more time he has to shoot the goal. 
If the pass iS arched too much, 
time elapses and an opponent may 
get there In time to block the shot. 
Avoid this by a hard, flat pass.

western Nebraska. 


But Conspiracy 
Exists to 


Keep Valuable Informa- 


tion From Public. 


All unknown to the citizens of 


this state, 
deposits of gold and 
other valuable minerals, as well as 
pools of oil lie within easy reach 
beneath the soil of 
southwestern 


Kebraska, but there is a conspiracy 
of silence to keep the facts dark, 
says C. N. Morgan of Hildreth. 
Mr. Morgan is so incensed over 


what he considers to be a suppres- 
sion of important information that 
he has written in 
protest to the. 
state blue sky bureau, paying 15 
cents extra postage' to register the 
letter. Here is what he says: 


"About three , and a half years 
ago we discovered that the south- 
west part of 
Nebraska 
and 
the 


northwest 
part 
of Kansas is a 
sreat mineral field extremely rich 
in gold and other materials. Now, 
with the public wholly uniformed 
on the subject, of that kind, it is 
very hard to make people believe 
that there is gold in this land." 


Reports Say "N. G." 
He goes on to say that numerous 


samples of substrata have been 
laken out and sent from that sec- 
tion to the University of Nebraska 
geological department for testing, 
and that in every case reports came 
back saying there was nothing of 
value in them. 
Other samples, he 
asserts, were sent to various places 
"from New Orleans to San Fran- 
nisco," but it was the same thing: 
over again. 


"We found it made, no difference 


who senC the specimens—a farmer, 
banker, lawyer 
or 
anyone else—- 


neither did it make any difference 
whether the soil was sent in as it 
came from the ground or whether 
we fixed it up with gold, silver or 
platinum, they all agree that there 
is no mineral 
value," continues 


Morgan's plaint. 


Declaring: that he has -worked in 


mines and smelters 
and 
under- 


stands the art of extracting metals, 
although he admits he is not much 
on geological 
analysis, 'he insists 


lhat "the soil of Nebraska contains 
4 or 5 times as much grold 
and 


other minerals, pound for pound, 
as good Colorado gold ore. 


Profeisors All Wrong. 


The university professors are all 


wrongr, Morgan 
claims, 
and 
the 


valuable deposits referred to are at 


shallow depths where they can be 
reached with little trouble. 


"About the only expense to get 


the ore out Is the price of a soade 
a.nd shovel," he says. 
He thinks the people are not get- 


ting a square deal because infor- 
mation as to these rich mineral de- 
posits is 
withheld 
from 
them. 


Meanwhile, 
oil 
promoters 
and

For 
Lang, who still is president of the 
Florida State league, was the orig- 
inal boomer of Florida as m. train- 
ing spot for baseball players.

concentrated his efforts upon get- 
ting: one or another of the big league 
clubs .to condition their me nln' St. 
Petersburg, where he lived and be- 
came mayor. 


His pioneer efforts succeeded In 


1914 
when the Browns went to St. 


Petersburg. 
The next season the 


Phillies trains d in that' town and 
great prestige was achieved for St. 
Petersburg as a conditioning epot 
because the Phillies won the Na- 
tional league bunting that year. 


Other Towns Followed Suit. 


The Phillies continued to train 


there for several more years. By 
that time Florida had gained quite 
a mess of 
publicity 
in baseball 


realms—with St. Petersburg getting 
the big bulk of it. 
Other towns, 


recognizing that St. Petersburg had 
been boomed by having baseballers 
housed there through the ebbing 
months of winter, began to make 
bids for baseball teams to condition 
in those particular cities. 


As a result, Jacksonville became a 


baseball training camp. Then Tampa 
was given a play. Daytona also 
housed one of the big league clubs. 
Then came Clearwater, Sarasota and 
Bradentown. And so, one by one, the 
different towns in Florida began to 
get their names and some of their 
pictures into the papers, and year 
after- year the reporters, 
having 


nothing special to write concerning 
the perspiring athletes, wrote about

All unknown to the citizens of 
this state, 
deposits of gold and 
other valuable minerals, as well as 
poola of oil lie within easy reach 
beneath the soil of southwestern 
.Nebraska, but there Is a conspiracy 
of silence to keep the facts dark, 
says C N. Morgan of Hildreth. 
Mr. Morgan Is so incensed over 
what he considers to be a suppres- 
sion of Important information that 
he has written in 
protest to the 
state blue sky bureau, paying 15 
cents extra postage' to registei the 
letter. Here is what he sa\s: 
"About three ,and a half jears 
ago we discovered that the south- 
west part of Nebraska and 
the 
northwest 
part of Kansas is a 
great mineral field extremely rich 
in gold and other materials. Now, 
with the public wholb uniformed 
on the subject, of that kind, it is 
very hard to make people belie've 
that there is gold in this land " 
Reports Say "N. G." 
He goes on to say that numerous 
samples of substrata have been 
1aken out and sent from that sec- 
tion to the University of Nebraska 
geological department for testing, 
and that In e\ery case reports came 
back saying theic was nothing of 
value in them 
Other samples, he 
asserts, weie sent to various places 
"from New Orleans to San Jb'ran- 
fisco," but it was the same thing 
OVPT again. 
"We found it made no difference 
who sent the specimens—a farmei, 
banker, lawjer 
or anjone else— 


neither did It make any difference 
whether the soil was sent in as it 
came from the ground or whether 
we fixed it up with gold, silver or 
platinum, they all agree that there 
is no mineral value," continues 
Morgan's plaint 
Peclaring that he ha<5 worked in

upon anthracite thereby increasing the cost to con- 
sumers everywhere els«^ has helped to wean th«m 
away from it. 


In the course of time, some settlement 
'will be 


reached and tho anthracite mines will reopen. 
Be- 


fore that lime comes, however, it may be expected 
that many thousands of the miners will have turned 
to other avenues of employment. In the past there 
have been too many, men engaged, in this industry— 
so many that the mines could not.give them continu- 
ous work the year round. This condition resulted in 
wage demands being boosted to an 
absurdly high 


level, calculated to enable the men to earn as much in 
8 or 9 months as other Industrial workers do in 12. 


That is what has really been the matter with the 


hard coal business all the time. It has been com- 
pelled to support a huge working population in idle- 
ness during a considerable part of each year. Now 
the prospects are that enough of the men will be driv- 
en out of the mines by the whip of necessity to fur- 
nish steadier emplo'yment for those who remain. 
If 


that should be the final outcome, the strike will have 
worked some benefit to the country as a whole and 
to the industry itself.

ECHOES FROM THE 


GRIDIRON. 


Attention has suddenly been shifted to the football 


realm nearly two and a half months after the close 
of the season 
through the 
suspension of "Pete" 


Jackson, captain-elect of the University of Missouri 
eleven, 1925 champion of the conference to which Ne- 
braska belongs. 


Jackson was placed under ban by the dean of the 


Institution because it was claimed he had made an 
improper advance toward a co-ed of another univer- 
sity, who was visiting in Columbia, and because it 
was asserted he had attended an unchaperoned ^ar- 
ty of co-eds and men, at which there was liquor. It 
was further charged he had taken voluminous -notes 
to an examination. On the heels of this startling in- 
dictment of a football player, who because of his 
skill on the gridiron attained more or less national 
renown, comes a statement from the girl herself that 
Jackson should not have been suspended—that he had 
immediately made proper apologies for the conduct 
to which she had objected and she had only reported 
the incident because others were talking about it. 
Finally the fraternity men of the University of Miss- 
ouri,' in joint session, adopted resolutions 
pledging 


themselves to cleanup drinking. 


The mess is another of those unfortunate inci- 


dents which from time to time serve to draw atten- 
tion to the universities and colleges of the country 
in an unfavorable light. It is not to be believed that 
any considerable number of the students participate 
in these drinking parties. 
Nor with the urge for 


universal education, it is not surprising that here 
and there men enroll in colleges who do not always 
deport themselves as gentlemen should. 
Consider- 


ing the vast .numbers of young men and young women 
enrolled in American colleges today, it should be a 
source of wonderment, and at the same time gratifi- 
cation, that there are not more of these incidents. 
The young men and the young women are, on the 
whole, mighty well behaved, and they devote them- j 
selves to the serious matters of life with a zeal and 
enthusiasm which bespeaks well for them and for 
the institutions they represent. 
The energy 
with 


which the dean of men at Missouri has tackled this 
case is an evidence it will be well handled. 


* 
* * 


One phase of the Jackson case should not escape 


publication, and more particularly that of the uni- 
versities in this section of the country which main- 
tain athletic relations with the University of Miss- 
ouri. 


The Tiger football captain is not in school. 
He is working in the mines. 
Presumably Captain Jackson quit school at thi 


close of the first semester to return again next fall 
when football will be on the program. 
The prac- 


tice of recruiting athletes, whose sole collegiate inter- 
est is football, is the last remaining evidence of pro- 
fessionalism in the college sport. It is happens that 
the Jackson case is not so aggravated in this respect 
as another which took place at Missouri and still 
a third at a Missouri Aralley institution. In the last 
two instances the men dropped out of school imme- 
diately as soon as the season closed, without waiting 
to complete their courses for the half-year 
term. 


It furnished conclusive evidence they were there to 
play football and basketball and for no other pur- 
pose. They were permitted to drop their studies in 
good standing in order that they would be eligible for 
athletic competition the following season. 


There can be no defense of this attitude on the part 


of the college authorities. The issue was 
squarely 


presented in the case of a Kansas basketball star, 
who left school last spring immediately 
after the 


season ended. His eligibility was protested and the 
Missouri Valley committee, made uo of faculty repre- 
sentatives of the schools, decided he was entitled to 
play again. 
This furnishes the precedent for the 


Missouri case which unquestionably will come to the 
front at the opening of the football season next fall. 
It would seem that nothing can be done in the cases 
of those men who finish the prescribed courses of 
study./ But where athletes drop out of school in the 
middle of the semester, they should not be permitted 
to quit in good standing and they should be debarred 
from 
future participation. 
Announcements 
that 


Jackson was suspended and not expelled may be tak- 
en as an indication that he may again be eligible for 
thc team. 


Football is a finer and cleaner game than has ever 


been played by American colleges and universities. 
It has become such a powerful and colorful phase of 
college life that no effort should be spared to en- 
courage and promote it along proper lines. 


WHAT ICELAND ESCAPES. 
| Get your winter vegetables, fruits and flowers from 
[Iceland! The mere thought of such things being pro- 
duced there at this time is a real shock to the ideas 
most people have of that county. Yet a Norwegian 
journalist stationed at Reykjavik gives 
assurance 


that such is the case and he says further that there 
is reason to believe that Iceland will become an irn- 
portnat supplier of fruits and vegetables in the not 
distant future, while its flowers will rival those of 
the Channel Islands. 


It is the geysers, says this correspondent, which 


are transforming this land of ice into a kitchen gar- 
den. 
Already the hot water from these is being 


used in the laundries of the city, and now prepara- 
tions are "being made to 
heat the 
buildings 
of 


Reykjavik in the same way. The water is to be led 
off in pipes and used, not only for heat but to sup- 
ply such as is needed for baths and other domestic 
purposes. 


Experiments in the raising of vegetables by the 


use of this hot water have met with the most grati- 
fying success and potatoes have been planted much 
earlier and have grown much faster than under other 
conditions. The water has been forced through nar- 
row pipes in the ground at a. depth of three feet, in 
large, airy greenhouses and this is said to give an 
[deal temperature for the growing of all kinds of 
vegetables- Fruits of many varieties have also been 
successfully grown. 


Near one of the largest geysers a large greenhouse 


has been erected and here flowers of every variety 
are grown with extraordinary success. 


While the income from the sources mentioned may 


eventually amount to a considerable sum, the chief 
item Trill probably be the saving on coal. This is 
certain to "be enormous, if the 
expectations of the 


Icelanders are realized, for they see in the near fu- 
ture a time when no fuel whatever will be required, 
all heat being furnished by the boling springs. 


It has been contended by some that the Garden of 


Eden was located somewhere in the Arctic" region 
and it may be that the people of Iceland will be able 
to offer something in the way of proof of this con- 
tention. 
In any event they will be free, from tha 


dictations of coal miners and operators and that's 
something to be thankful for. 


A GAME WHERE 
BOTH SIDES LOSE. 


With spring only two months away, the anthra- 


cite coal tieup continues as tight as ever and Presi- 
dent Lewis of the miners says it will go on indefinite- 
ly so long as the mine owners insist on arbitration 
as a means of settling disputes over wages and con- 
ditions of employment. Meanwhile, famine and suf- 
feiing are general among the idle miners and their 
families, while numerous business enterprises in the 
region are going into bankruptcy. 


As to the operators, they have lost hundreds of 


millions of dollars since the strike began on Septem- 
ber 1; but of course they have means to withstand a 
long siege. It is the workers in the industry, and in 
other occupations dependent upon it. who are feel- 
ing the pinch worst. 


There is no question that the miners' organiza- 


tion has lost its fight, so far as getting an increase in 
wages and forcing the operators to cpllect and turn 
over union dues from the members, by means of the 
"checkoff," are concerned. Even Lewis has publicly 
declared his willingness to let the men go back to 
work on the? old wage scale, without insisting- on the 
"checkoff;" but he refuses to consider the counter 
demand of the owners for arbitration, which might 
involve a reduction of wages later on. 


All signs now indicate that the shafts will remain 


closed for five or six months more. When warm 
weather arrives there will be no demand for anthra- 
cite. Indeed, if operations were resumed now, the 
market would be very greatly restricted, as many 
consumers are already stocked up for the winter sea- 
son with other kinds of fuel. It is probable that a 
pood many people who formerly burned hard coal in 
their homes have decided to discontinue its use per-

Dr. Lees 
did not permit his academic associations to remove 
him from the sphere of the everyday world. He took 
a vivid and enthusiastic interest in what was occur- 
ring outsirte-the c<tmpus.

misfits ot life as a matter of course. To give them attention beyond 
their deyerts is to wear the web of your life to the warp.—Klbert Hub- 
bard.I'm very fond of this quotation from Hubbard. It has helped me 
many times when I have found myself mentally fussing' about some lit- 
tle thing that didn't go right. There's not one of us who doesn't have 
things happen frequently that are not quite to our liking. And unless 
we have some little philosophy we are apt to let them upset us. 
I want you to notice that Hubbard did not say to give the trivial 
annoyances no attention. To give them, attention beyond their deserts 
is the offense. I'm taking Hubbard's philosophy today as a text for those 
o£ you who are underweight. It has been my observation that you react 
too profoundly to trivial annoyances and in so doing use up some of 
your energy needlessly. One reasan that you do this is that you are un- 
denourished and your nerves are on hair-trig-ger tension, in consequence. 


I have given you sufficient papers on the one factor that is going to 
remedy that condition—and tfrat is, to get on a well-balanced diet and 
sufficient of it left over to have, stored at fat. Some of this will insulate 
those raw nerves of yours. (Of course. I'm presuming that you have 
had your health examination by a skillful physician, and have had any 
serious physical defect as a. cause of your condition, ruled out.) I 


Now I want you to adopt Hubbard's philosophy. 1 want you to start 


out each morning with this resolve: 
Daily resolve: I will not give those things which may annoy me 


today and more attention than they deserve. I will cease thinking of 
these annoyances when I have thought enough about them to get the 
lesson thev teach. 
I realize that'very often I am annoyed because of some fault of my 


own. I am irritating and give offense, and I get it back in good measure. 
Now when this happens and I am annoyed, I shall say: "I brought this 
upon myself.

To reckon the age of our race 


in terms of years is yet impossible, 
we are told by Sir W. Boyd Daw- 
kins In a paper on "The Antiquity 
of Man," read recently before the 
British Association 
for the 
Ad- 


vancement of Science. Says Amer- 
ican Medicine (New York). 


"Sir Boyd dwelt on the impossi- 


bility of reckoning- the age of man 
in terms of years on facts which 
are at present available. Accurate 
measurement of the past, he said, 
was quite as impossible as accur- 
ate measurement of the future. Be- 
yond the Neolithic age in- Europe 
was the Pleistocene or Paleolithic 
age, but archeologists had not real- 
ized the magnitude of the gap that 
existed*" between the two. 
In the 


Neolithic age the British Isles were 
distinct from Europe, with climatic 
and wild animals not very dissim- 
ilar from those of the present, but 
toward the close of the Pleistocene 
aore Great Britain formed part of 
the continent and the 100-fathom 
line swept from the Bay of Bis- 
cay northward round Ireland ana 
Norway. It was at the beginning 
of the Pleistocene period that tHe 
highly organized representative of 
homo 
sapiens, the 
Cro-Magnon 


man, the artistic hunter who lived 
in 
caves, made his 
appearance. 


This man was endowed just as 
we were, and could be studied to- 
day in the peasantry of France and 
Northern Spain. Neanderthal man 
was more closely allied with tho 
apes than with man as we know 
him;, although he represented one 
of the 'missing- links' between the 
higher apes and man, he and others 
like him were distinct from the 
species homo. 
This early type of 


the human family was the first 
to make its appearance in Europe, 
but he was not a. direct ancestor 
of homo sapiens. 
There was no 


evidence that homo, sapiens 
was 


'evolved' 
in 
Europe. 
Evolution 


probably took place in that tem- 
perate part of Asia from which for 
the first time the Asiatic animals 
migrated to Europe. Running into 
hundreds of thousands of years, to 
date the matters connected with 
the incoming of man w«re based on 
the assumption that the 
existing 


forces of Nature were invariable. 
But Nature's forces were not uni- 
form; they did not do equal work 
in equal 
time; Nature 
had 
no 


chronometers. 
Therefore, we can- 


not accept anything in terms of 
years as applying to anything out- 
side the reach of history." 
' 


No Chance for Doc.

The visit of Raol Amundsen to 


Doc Cook in the Leavenworth pen- 
itentiary and the subseTuent state- 
ment by Amundsen that Cook has 
as good a claim to be discoverer of 
the North Pole as Peary has, will 
not bring the versatile doctor into 
the good graces of the American 
people. It may reopen the contro- 
versy and keep it going- for a brief 
period, but the American people are 
through with Cook and will have 
nothing of him.

with him from his Arctic trip. The 
layman, unschooled In the art and 
practice of latitude and longitude 
taking, will not be able to reach a 
very convincing judgment as to the 
correctness of Doc Cook's figures. 
Experts are at odds on the question 
themselves 
though. 
-we 
believe, 


more of them are arrayed 
against 


the doctor than are-for him. Like- 
wise the statements of members of 
Cook's party that he was never near 
the cole may not be absolute proof. 
The witnesses may be mistaken or 
they may be actuated by prejudice 
or personal interest. But there Is 
another reason why the people of 
this country will not take a very 
Intense interest in the dispute. 


When the word of a witness in a 


law suit is questioned; when he 
testifies to a state of facts incon- 
sistent .with the testimony of other 
witnesses, the question immediately 
asked Is "What is his reputation for 
truth and veracity?" 


It is when we ask this question 


that Doc Cook's case falls to the 
ground. The evidence that Cook had, 
pr«vlou» to bU North Pol* attempt, 


deliberately faked\his claim to have 
ascended Mount McKinley is 
too 


overwhelming to be arg-ued away. 
And since the collapse of his North 
Pole claim he has been engaged In 
the business of luring dollars from 
the gullible by means of fake oil 
stocks. 


The rule "Once a faker, always a 


faker" may be unjust; occasionally 
even a Crook may do an honest piece 
of work. But if his honesty is called 
into question, as Doc Cook's has 
been, he has no ground to stand on.

Sugar, Corn, Pork. 


(Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 


One of the many proposals for 


reliehang- depression in the corn 
country is the extensive use of coin 
for the manufacture of sugar. 
Tlip 


only serious obstacle, the advocates 
of this remedy declare, is the leg- 
islation which compels manufac- 
turers of corn sugar so to designs te 
it on containers. 
This they con- 


tend is a 
discrimination against 


the product which discourages the 
development of what might becorae 
an >mportant industry 


In view of the prevailing low 


price of cane and beet -sugar, this 
contention is to be doubted. With 
growers now producing- several mil- 
lion tons of sugar annually in ex- 
cess of the demand, and prices at a 
point W'here these industries are 
scarcely on a paying basis, it is im- 
probable 
that 
manufacturers of 


sugar from corn would be able to 
compete with them. 
Even .at the 


prevailing low price of corn there 
is everything to indicate that 
it 


cannot be used to produce a good 
grade of sugar to sell in the retail 
markets at present sugar prices. 


The real 
solution of the 
corn 


price problem is more likely to be 
found not in the manufacture of 
sugar but in the use of corn to fat- 
ten hogs and cattle. Department of 
agriculture 
reports indicate 
that 
that the production of hogs in the 
United States in 1925 was the low- 
est in a decade, and there in large 
measure is the answer to the low 


Could You Prove You Had 


Been at the Pole?

"I have always been interested in 


Arctic exploration and the search 
for the North Pole, but while hav- 
ing- a very fair knowledge of the 
method of finding- the pole, 
have 


never been able to understand how 
an explorer can, if he finds same, 
bring: back to the layman certain 
proof that he has done so.—G. H. 
-Lynn, Mass. 


The proof would be simple, 
but 


the production of satisfactory evi- 
dence in support -of the proof, i. e., 
showing- that the 
proof 
had not 


been either purposely or accident- 
ally "faked," might be difficult, be- 
cause, at 
bottom, such 
evidence 


would have to rest solely upon hu- 
man, 
testimony. 
That 
is why 


some of the Robert E. Peary's most 
ardent admirers have never ceased 
to regret that he made the irre- 
parable error of not taking- with 
him to the North Pole at least one 
scientifically trained companion ca- 
pable of checking- or repeating his 
observations, and certifying: Inde- 
pendently not only their correct- 
ness, but the fact that they wpre 
(actually mad as reported. 


Such a requirement could fairly 


be regarded as "hard 
lines" by a 


man, of Peary's 
great reputation 


and 
achievements, and somewhat 


irritable temper. One could under- 
stand his resenting: it, and yet, be- 
cause that precaution was 
not 


taken there are intelligent people, 
influenced by the rivalry between 
Dr. Cook and Peary, who still en- 
tertain some-doubt on the subject. 
I myself do not doubt that Peary 
actually made the observations as 
recorded by him, and that there- 
fore he must have been very close 
to, if not exactly upon the northern 
end of the earth's axis, on April 6, 
1909. 


There could be no question con- 


cerning- the 
interpretation 
of the 


observations. 
If they were accu- 


rately made a mistake as to their 
meaning- .was impossible. 
Certain 


appearances presented at the Poles 
could not be 
repeated anywhere 


else on the earth. The most strik- 
ing- of these is the revolution of the 
heavenly bodies in planes parallel 
to the horizon. 


The observer standing- on the pole 


in the long- Arctic day, (lasting- six 
months at the Pole, even without 
the prolongation produced by twi- 
light and refraction), sees the sun 
travel all tho way round the 
sky 


from left to. right, once every 24 
hours, without rising- or setting, or 
to ordinary observation, perceptib- 
ly varying- its altitude above the 
horizon. 


Peary reported that he stayed 


24 hours in a camp at the Polo, 
making 
observations 
throughou'. 


that 
period for 
the purpose of 


fixing the position. 
The 
obser- 


vations as recorded by him sat- 
isfy the theoretical conditions ex- 
isting at the pole, and could only 
be challenged on tho assumption 
that they were not made at 
thy 


time and place alleged. 


At the date when Peary's re- 


port shows that 
he was 
at 
tho 


pole, the sun would be over 
six 


degrees north of the Equator, and 
that would be its altitude above 
the 
horizon of 
the pole (which 


is parallel with the Equator) ex- 
cept that atmospheric refraction 
would increase the 
altitude 
half 


a degree or more. 


At that time of year the chanso 


of the sun's declination 
is rapid, 


so that in 12 hours (the time 
it 


would take to go half round 
the 


sky) its altitude would increase 
about 11 minutes of arc, or one- 
third of its diameter. This change, 
being- known in advance, 
would 


be allowed for in interpreting: the 
results 
of the, 
observations. 
Tr 


the explorer had been at the polo 
at the Summer solstice, about June 
21, the change of the sun's declin- 
ation 
in 12 
hours would 
have 


been very sligrht and 
perceptible 


only to careful measurement. Th» 
visits of 
both 
Amundsen

quite near the Southern Summer 
solstice, Amundsen's on 
Decem- 


ber 14; Scott's on January 18.

Thinking In A Circle. 


Mr. Hoover has wound up a brisk 


six weeks' campaign against British 
restrictions on rubber production by 
an appearance before a committee 
of the house. Mr. Hoover has now 
showT that such Brtflsh restrictions 
do exist; a fact first demonstrated 
in 1921 when the Stevenson jestrlc- 
tion plan was put in force. He has 
also shown a number of idiosyn- 
crasies of thought in his attitude 
toward these restrictions^ 


1.—He has retaliatory measures, 


but on Monday when he was asked 
by the house committee if he fav- 
ored stopping loans to Britain by 
American banks he answered: "I 
hopp it won't become necessary, but 
public opinion will demand it If the 
Stevenson act does -not go." 


2.—He has declared that reprisals 


only stir up ill-feeling; but he has 
admitted his share of responsibility 
for denying loans to German and 
Brazilian firms with alleged mon- 
opolistic control of potash and cof- 
fee. 


3 —He has asserted that this is a 


business issue which demands a 
businesslike approach; but he has 
estimated that British 
control of 


rubber costs the American public 
$700,000,000 a year, whereas, his own 
department reports the total value 
of 
crude-rubber 
imports 
during 


eleven 
months of 
1925 at 
only 


.$365,000,000. 


4.—He has declared that monopoly 


control under government sanction 
is a dangerous thing- in a modern 
world; but he lias had nothing to 
say of a virtual monopoly of the 
industry which has been assured for 
the Philippines through action by 
Governor General AVood. 


5.—He has 
asserted 
that 
the 


American purchaser of tires is be- 
ing mulcted by liish prices; but 
when the house committee asked 
him it it was not true that a 10 
per cent tariff exists on rubber, ad- 
ding- millions to the consumer's bill, 
he declared that he could not agree 
either with the premise or the fig- 
ures." 


6.—He has attacked the practice 


of governments, in seeking to re- 
strict the output of .basic commod- 
ities; but he has had nothing to say 
of the fact that hfs colleague. Sec- 
retary Jardine, is now connivlns 
with the heads of the farm organi- 
zations to devise ways and means 
of restricting the output of farm 
products for the purpose of raising: 
prices. 


7.—He has attacked a British 


trust with energy; but he belongs to 
an administration which believes in. 
protecting American trusts by the 
highest posible tariff and the least 
possible use of the Sherman law. 
, "If Mr. Hoover had set out de- 
Mberately to demonstrate that «. man 
with a reputation for stralg-ht think- 
iig: can think in a circle, be ruled 
by his own emotions and see only 
with one eye, he would have had 
difficulty in equalling his own rec- 
ord since the third week of Decem- 
ber.

CROP EXCESS IS 


Dean Burnett of Nebraska 


College Addresses Ohio 


State Gathering. 


Declares Must Be Orderly 


.Absorption of Surplus 


to Help Agriculture. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Feb. 5.—(By 


(he. Associated Press.)—The grreat 
farmer 
movements now sweeping 
the United States are endeavoring 
to adjust price relationships to the 
farmer's 
advantage, Dean E. A. 


Burnett of the University of 
Ne- 
braska college o£ agriculture de- 
clared in an address here today be- 
fore an 
audience of farmers at 


Ohio State university. 
The pros- 
perity of the individual farmer, he 
said is no longer governed entirely 
by his individual efficiency, but is 
dependent on many outside factors 
such as markets, finance, taxation, 
freight rates, price 
relations and 


crop surpluses. 
"No solution 
of the 
farmers 


problems 
is 
possible," 
he 
said 
"until we are able to merchandise 
the crop by feeding it into the mar- 
ket'as needed, and selling the ex- 
cess, if any, in some non-competing 
market. 
One 
proposal 
involves 


purchasing the entire crop at an 
American price, presumably at the 
general 
commodity index 
price, 
selling the surplus 
abroad at a 


lotver price, and assessing- the loss 
back against the producers. 
An- 


other proposes a government ex- 
port corporation, which shall pur- 
chase the surplus at the 
market 


price and sell it abroad, reducing 
the visible supply. 
Lower tariffs 


have also been suggested. 
Co-op- 
erative selling organizations have 
maintained that with some special 
privileges and governmental assist- 
ance they could 
merchandise the 
crop in a satisfactory manner. 
"It ha's also been suggested that 


principle of the 
federal 
reserve 


bank be used in handling 
grain 
crops having an exportable surplus, 
viz., as the bank acts as a reservoir 
of credit stabilizing the supply of 
money and the interest rate so. a 
suitably formed non-profit 
grain 
corporation 
might 
stabilize 
the 


price of grain by .purchasing freely 
when grain is being 
dumped on 
the market, selling it back to the 
trade in an orderly manner as re- 
quired to produce a stable market. 


Orderly Disposal Surplus. 


"In their present mood, fanners' 


organizations are not likely to be 
content without 
some

"Here is the testimony of an 


Iowa manufacturer that brings a

turer of patented hog troughs, "that 
in the four years our firm has been 
doing business in both Iowa and 
Nebraska that our trade has grown 
in the latter state and has showed 
a gradual falling off in' Iowa. But 
the most significant thing about 
our business is, that we have never 
bad a bad check from Nebraska 
while 'no-fund' checks are a matter 
of every-day occurrence In Iowa. I 
g-ive the credit, first, to the better 
quality of the farmers on the west 
side of the river and, secondt to the 
splendid bank-guarantee law. It is 


in# to take months and years be- 


fore the Iowa farmer can get rid of 
;he epidemic of self-pity that the 
politicians in the statehouse have 
3een spreading."

strength of 12,000 enlisted men, was 
marshalled to the parade grounds 
to1 hear

warned to submit to medical ex- 
amination immediately If they had 
imbibed any liquid believed to have 
contained alcohol. 


The soldiers were promised- that 
they would not face disciplinary 
action if they submitted to exam- 
inations.
